He is determined to get 
this information before the American public by use of all media, one 
of which will be this "White Paper." intention at the 25X1 
meeting is to explain the paper and let the members of PSB know what 
Defense is doing. There is a possibility that CIA may be requested 
to furnish any information that we may have available or can obtain 
on deaths, atrocities, etc.

Following the above discussion and as a corollary to it, State 
will raise the question of POW's who do not wish to return, 
with particular emphasis on those who inquire whether or not 
they will be punished if they do return. Godell of Defense 
has stated that this question is still unresolved, but that 
for those who do not request a guarantee against punishment, 
nothing can be done.
